they meet again Tuesday. A messag" 
was sent to Tokyo last night. 


In yesterday's conference tha 
Jap 


nnese learned the Russian ultimate po 
sition. The Russian envoys have ais 
informed the czar that if peace is t 
come from the negotiations it will b 
necessary for Russia to relax her de 
termined opposition to the recognitio 
of the principle of indemnity. 


The final determination of peace or 


war now rests with the emperor of Ja- 
pan and the czar of Russia. 


Four dsys have been set aside to per- 


mit the respective 
governments 
to 


weigh the facts. The concession which 
the Japanese envoys are 
personally 


willing to make, and which they have 
recommended, are of such a character 
as will satisfy the Russians and pre- 
serve the principles for which the Jap- 
anese have contended. 
It is under- 


stood that the concessions include the 


failure, and all that now remains is ror 
the plenipotentiaries to meet on Tues- 
day, to which day they adjourned upon 
completing the- seriatim consideration 
of the Japanese terms, sign the final 
protocol, go through conventions and 
bid each other farewell. In other 
words, that-^ie meeting Tuesday will 
b'e what diplomacy calls the "seance 
d'adieu." But there is still room for 
hope of a compromise. Neither Presi- 
dent Roosevelt nor the powers will 
see the chance of peace shipwrecked 
without a final effort, and that pres- 
ure is ln-i^s t.M.-i L^-ii ai 7<jk>u iu iu- 
uce Japan to moderate her terms is 
eyond question.

The new invention is an addition to 


the "block" system. • The system has 
been perfected by Mr. Steigelmeyer 
after several years of hard work and 
Le has applied for patents. As soon 
as they are issued he will arrange for 
a practical test of his scheme and will 
then organize a company. 


The new system is one which acts 


directly upon t>>i» throttle of the loco- 
motive, regaix^-s of the attention or 
inattention of the engineer. The pat- 
ent is so arranged that each time a 
signal is ignored the engine is auto- 
matically stopped and at the same 
time a record of the stop is made in 
the sigr.nlma'n's tower, recording the 
exact time it occurs. At the end of 
his run the engineer must explain the 
reasons for tlie stop. 
Thus, it is 


claimed, will the watchfulness of the 
engineer be increased instead of di- 
minished, as it has been by the former 
block system. 


The "automatic locomotive control" 


is the name of the new device. 
The 


controlling power by which the engine 
is stopped Is electricity, while the 
operating power is compressed 
air 


taken from the train line pipe. A bat- 
tery at the bottom of the signal post 
connected with a copper plate at the 
top of the post, which, in turn, is con- 
nected with a roller arm on the arm of 
the signal post and a short rail in the 
middle of the railroad track, completes 
the mechanism of the system as far 
as the track is concerned. 


On the engine is a small wheel which 


comes in contact with the short wheel 
in the center of the track. Here also is 
what is known as a pony truck wheel 
and a copper disk with an electric 
brush, which is connected with a throt- 
tle closing cylinder. .The air from the 
train line pipe is taken up through the 
cylinder, which is controlled by an 
electric magnet on top of the cylinder. 


With the signals and the engines 


equipped thus any engine- attempting 
to pass a signal set at block will au- 
tomatically be brought to a standstill. 
The trolley wheel coming In contact 
with the short rail in the center of the 
track and the pony truck wheel com- 
ing in contact with the main rail com- 
pletes the circuit which charges Ibe 
magnet and in this way automatically 
closes the throttle and sets the brakes. 
On the other hand, when the signal is 
set "clearance" there is no circuit com- 
pleted, and the train passes the signal 
post untouched. 


Some advantages of the system are 


that in case the engineer is dead or 
asteep and the signal is set against 
him the train is brought to a stop 
without loss to the company or injury 
to the train. The system is such that 
should a train break in two or an air 
hose brf^k the engine is shut down, as 
the thr^-le works in harmony with 
the brakes, and as the brakes are set 
the throttle will close. The System also 
throws a safeguard around the travel- 
ing public in the case of a derail, for 
if the signal is set at block the engine 
will be stopped before the derail is 
reached.

the election regulations."

of the douma is to be five years, but 
it can be dissolved by the emperor. 
There is to be a general session, but 
the dounia \\ill also meet by sections, 
the length of die sessions being deter- 
mined by the emperor. The president 
and other ollicials are to be elected 
by the members. 


Paragraph 19 of section 3 provides 


that "members of the douma shall en- 
joy freedom in exchanging their opin- 
ions on matters within the compass of 
the body and are to be responsible to 
the electors." .Ministers and chiefs of 
uepal liiienla call uol ue uieuiueia u£ 
the douma, but they can attend 
its 


sessions and make explanations or 
delegate that right to others. The 
douma can demand explanations from 
the ministers. 


The douma has jurisdiction in the 


matter of taxation in the provinces 
where there are no zemstvos; also in 
the raising of the rate above that fixed 
by the zemstvos aud city councils. 
The douma will have the initiative in 
the matter of appeal or modification of 
old and the adoption of new laws, but 
the fundamental laws of administra- 
tion are not to he touched by it. 
The 


ministers and chiefs of departments 
and tbe secretary of the empire will 
submit questions to the douma for dis- 
cussion. 
The public will not be ad- 


mitted to the sessions. 
Representa- 


tives of the newspapers will be admit- 
ted by the president to open sessions, 
but 
not to closed sessions. 
After 


passing the douma, bills will go to the 
council of the empire and then to the 
emperor. 


Right of Suffrage. 


Relating to the electoral system, the 


project states that elections are hold- 
able, firstly, in the provinces and ter- 
ritories; 
secondly, in the principal 


towns. In Poland. Siberia, the Cau- 
casus. Turkestan and some provinces 
special regulations will 
govern the 


elections. The total membership wil 
be 412, of which 28 will b« returned 
by the towns. The elections in the 
provinces aud territories will be af- 
fected by a provincial electoral col- 
lege, chosen, firstly, by the land own- 
ers; secondly, by the urban electors, 
and thirdly, by delegates of the peas- 
antry. 
Women, men under 25 years 


of 
age, 
students, sailors, soldiers, 


bankrupts and persons convicted of 
climes or desertion shall not have the 
right to vote. Governors and the po- 
lice- can not vote when thev are exer- 
cising their functions. 
Land owners, 


mine owners and owners of industrial 
establishments of a minimum value of 
JT.o'OO, and clergy owning lands, are 
qualified to vote in the electoral as- 
semblies. 
In the urban electoral as- 


semblies owners of lands of a mini- 
mum value of $750 and owners of in- 
dustrial properties of the first cate 
gory are 
Qualified. The peasantry 


electoral assembly shall consist of 
two 
delegates from 
each 
canton, 


chosen by the peasants belonging to 
die cantonal and agricultural corpora- 
tions. In cities owners of real estate 
of the value of $1,~>00 and owners of 
industries of the 
first category are 


qualified to participate in the electoral 
assemblies. The urban and provincial 
assemblies will vote for deputies to 
the douma by secret ballot, which also 
applies to the subsidiary elections.
